Two out of town motorists, during the past

It will do no 
good, they aver - because all the offending 
motorist has to do is tell the judge that there 
were no signs. 

So lets get those signs up again ( and at 
our North Wilmington parking lot, too, while we 
are at it. 

Then lets get those curves fixed up so that 
they don't constitute a lethal hazard to man- 
kind in general. .

THE DONAHUE - GILLIS COURT BATTLE 
A week ago yesterday afternoon a jury, in 


lowell Superior Court, rendered its verdict on 
the dispute between James P. Donahue, prominent 
member of the Wilmington Housing Authority, and 
A. Daniel Gillis, Chairman of the Wilmington 
Planning Board. 

The dispute was newsworthy if only for the 
reason that both men are office holders in Wil- 
mington. The fact that they are each the most 
prominent member of their respective boards 
made it all the more newsworthy. 

It was for that reason that we bent every 
effort towards reporting the story, even as 
late as only a few hours before we went to 
press.’ A daily newspaper can do this sort of 
thing because of its set up, but for a weekly 
one has to pray for miracles - a customary oc- 
cupation in our office, by the way. 

We got our story from a harried court at- 
tache, and, as may be suspected, a few errors 
crept in. So let's try to set the story 
straight. 

In the first place let no one suppose that 
Mr Gillis and Mr Donahue are personal enemies.

(CEMENT TERMINAL’ S FATE 
UP TO NEIGHBORS 


The fate of the proposed cem- 
ent distribution plant, on 
Eames Street will probably 
reat in the hands of its two 
nearest neighbors, Kaffi & 
Swanson, and ‘ational Poly- 
chemicals, Inc. 

Representatives of the two 
companies are to meet tonight 
with the Wilmington Planning 
Board, and the Board of 4p- 
peals, to discuss the various 


because of the possibility of 
alkali dust, from the cement 
plant, and the Planning Board, 
through its chairman, has al- 
ready served notice to the 
Board of 4ppeals that it in- 
tends to present an opinion, 
under the ‘dust’ provisions of 
the By-Laws. 

The Board of Appeals, by law, 
is not necessarily bound by 
any opinion of the Planning 
Board. 

Indications, at the Planning 
Board meeting Tuesday night, 
was that the board was split 
down the middle, with regard 
to the proposed plant. 

Howard Woolaver opposed the 
plant with an expression of 
opinion that it would be a 
precedent for less desireable 
industries. He also felt that 
it would attract a type of 
employee that would not be 
wanted. 

Both illiam Beers, secreta- 
ry, and R°y Fitzmaurice said 
they favored the proposed 
plant, but only if Raffi & 
Swanson, and \ational Poly- 
chemicals removed their objec- 
tions. 

Bob Evans, also of the Plan- 
ning Board said he ‘leaned 
against the idea’, while ‘anny 
Gillis, chairman stated thet 
he felt that the people oper- 
ating the plant were of very 
high quality, and unless there 
was a change in control, the 
town would have nothing to 
fear, 

He also pointed out that it 
was possible, under the Zoning 
Laws of Wilmington, to get a 
more undesireable plant in 
this place, without having to 
have a public hearing. He felt 
that it was better to have a 
‘responsible’ party there then 
to have a more objectionable 
type of plant occupy the site. 

Hearing Last Timrsday 

Representatives of both kaffi 
& Swanson, and the National 
Polychemicals companies ob- 
jected, last Thursday, in a 
packed Town Hall, to the lo- 
cating of Dragon Cement near 
their firms. 


aspects of the proposed plant. 
The two plants are objecting 
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objection. 

Raffi & Swanson manufactures 
lacquers. National Polychemi- 
cals manufactures plastics. 
The Greer company is in the 
processing machinery manufact- 
uring business. 

Sach of the firms were re- 
presented by their principals, 
with the exception of the 
Greer plant, where Frank Lea- 
vitt, assistant to Don Greer 
was the spokesman, 
-dward-Osberg, President of 
National Polychemicals was ac~- 
companied by Drs Henry A Hill 
and L. P. Bormstein. 

Charles Raffi Sr., of the 
Raffi & Swanson company was 
accompanied by Charles Raffi 
Jr and Ralph Swanson, Swanson 
was the spokesman. 

R. H. B. Smith, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Dragon Cement Com- 
pany, led the delegation, 
which, he noted, had no law- 
yers or attorneys. 

He told the board that the 
Dragon Cement Company had no 
intention of being other than 
a good neighbor. The Dragon 
Cement Company has its princi- 
pal office at 150 Broadway, in 
New York City, and a plant at 
Thomastan, Maine, and Lancas- 
ter Pennsylvania. 

The Wilmington plant is in- 
tended to be a storage depot, 
with four silo-type bins, 75 
feet high. Four bins are need- 
ed because four types of ce- 
ment will be stored on the 
premises. 

The cement will be hoisted in 
tothe towers through a spec- 
ial type of machinery, invol- 
ving a subterranean tunnel, 
and bucket hoists in a rubber- 
ized canvas tunnel, operating 


at a ‘negative pressure’, 
that is, always with a slight 
vacumn. 


The Hoisting mechanism will 
have a ‘negative’ pressure the 
Appeal Board was told, which 
will ensure that any possible 
holes will cause air:to be 
sucked in, rather than blown 
out. There will also be a 
filtration system, whtch is 
99.9% effective, so that the 
amount of dust on any day will 
not be more than the normal 
dust in the atmosphere. 

It was the dust question that 
was most argued - in fact 
there was no discussion about 
the height of the storage bins 
and that part of the appeal 
was granted by the Board of 
Appeals during the discussion. 
Dr. Bornstein told the Board 
that the National Polychemical 
product is ‘very sensitive ‘, 
to alkali. ‘If it was any o- 
ther dust we wouldn’t object’. 
Mr McCone, with Mr Smith, 
told the board that the fil- 
tration system will remove 


particles as small as % micron 
and further that there were 
two types of cement, by meas- 
urement, one of which averaged 
2 to 24 microns, and the other 
% to 30 microns in size of its 
particles. He called the fil- 
tration system ‘electro-static 
precipitation, and endeavoured 
to find out, without success, 
just how much quantity of the 
critical material was involved 

Several residents took part 
in the question period. Roy 
Evans, of Woburn Street asking 
several questions, as well as 
Ralph Babcock, also of Woburn 
Street. 

Mr. Babcock wanted to know if 
there was any chance of a coat 
ing appearing in the neigh- 
borhood, such as surrounded 
the Thomastan Maine plant of 
the Dragon Company. 

He was told that the cement 
coatings in that town were 
from particles that had ap- 
peared during the manufactur- 
ing processes, and had been 
carried up the stack along 
with gases heated to a 1500 de 
gree temperature. This was 
prior to 1949, he was told. 
Since then the company has suc 
ceeded in eliminating this 
discharge of articles, 

McCone also pointed out that 
the proposed plant, on Zames 
Street would be doing no manu- 
facturing, such as was the 
case in Maine. 

The amount of alkali pro- 
ducts which would escape from 
the plant, McCone stated, 
would not be more than is nor- 
mally in the atmosphere on any 
day, 

Tue Plant 

In addition to the four silo- 
type tanks, which would dis- 
charge bulk cement through a 
hopper into special gasket- 
controlled tank trucks, there 
would be a warehouse for 
bagged cement, the hearing was 
told. 

R. H. B. Smith estimated the 
entire building program as 
in excess of $200,000. 

Ten special trucks would han- 
dle the product, and no other 
trucks would be allowed to 
handle the bulk cement. The 
trucks, which would pay an 
excise tax of $10,000 annually 
would be garaged on the pre- 
mises. 

The silos are planned to be 
erected on the old Woburm Loop 
branch of the B&M, now unused 
since the B&M has cut out ser- 
vice between Woburn and Wil- 
mington. 

No one asked any questions as 
to whether or not the entire 
Holden property was to be ac- 
quired by the Dragon company.

ingineer that the cement dust 
collecting system be of proper 
type and capacity. 

The second item was that the 
Building Inspector was to 
check the dust system and fil- 
ters at intervals to be enu- 
merated by the Board of Appeal 
Hagerty also stipulated that 
a Surety Bond or Cash Deposit, 
in amount to be named by the 
Board of Appeal, be made jn 
the name of the Town of Wil- 
mington so as to assure ad- 
herence by the company to the 
provisions of the variance 
granted. 

Lastly Hagerty named a number 
of bridges which neither the 
Dragon Cement Company nor any 
of its customers should use 
for cement carrying vehicles, 
In the list were the ames 
St., Butters Row, Burlington 
Avenue, Shawsheen Avenue, 
Bridge Lane, Lake Street, and 
Nichols Street bridges.
